How to hold the PEN. 


HE the Pen in your right Hand between your Fore-finger, Middle- 
Finger, and Thumb, with the Scoop or hollow thereof downward ; place 
the end of yout Thumb about an Inch and half from the end of the Nib on 
the left (ide of the Pen, hold it bowing outward in the Joint, to be always 
ready for motion, ſince the contrary will retard your Dexterity. Place your 
Fore-finger next on the back of the Pen, from thence reſting on the right 
lide, extended with the end thereof about halt an Inch beyond the end of your 
Thumb, and not leſs diſtarit from the end of the Nib on the right fide ot the 
Pen ; placethe end of your Middle-Finger, with the end thereot almoſt as 
far diſtant from the end of your fore-finger,as the end of that extends from the 
end of your Thumb, lying cloſe to the lid ot your Fore-finger, and held ſtrait 
forth in like manner as that is ; the Pen fixed, and reſting near to the Nail 
thereof. Laſtly, Place your third Finger over the little Finger a ſmall matter 
inclining toward the inlide of your Hand, both that, and the little one ealily

2. Here is to be conſidered the vaſt difference betwixt the uſe of the Pozntrel and

ing motion of your Hand boldly produce it , thus by a little exerciſe, you 
may become a great. Proficient in this way of Command, wherein all the 
Stroaks, Letters, Knots, -or Flouriſhes, that you produce, ſhall be adorned 
with double thadows and Lights, according to the natural effeRs of the Pen. 
But there is another way with the beſt Pen-Men much in uſe, and eſtee- 
med abundantly more excellent than the former, and that is, 

4. The French mode of Command of Hand. ; 

This requires that the Pen be made of a choice dry Quill with a long Nib 
and Slit, and that your Ink be very free or thin. The manner of managing the 
Pen in this way, is thus, (viz.) Invert the Pen, (v:z.) Turn the Nib towards 
you, place your Thumb on the Back, and reſt the hollow thereof on the infide 
ot your middle Finger , above which place your Fore- Finger almoſt cloſe ro 
your Thumb; Then with a bold dexterous motion ſweep the Paper , repre- 
ienting the Pifure of your Thoughts thereon, in which you ſhall nd all the 
Lights and Shadows to lie, not only contrary to the former way, ' but one 
to ſet off the other to your inexpreſlible pleaſure. Something of this way
